Taxi drivers 
plea for help 
over attacks

ANGRY taxi drivers have called 
for a swifter response by the 
police following an attack on a 
driver last week. 

It is the latest in a series of inci¬ 
dents and furious drivers are 
now considering setting up their 
own ‘fast response’ unit to help 
colleagues in trouble. 

Cabbies staged a protest at 
Luton Police station in Buxton 
Road after a driver was beaten 
up and his vehicle damaged 
near McDonalds in Leagrave on 
Friday, September 27. 

He was taken to Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital and kept 
overnight for treatment. 

After the attack, the Luton 
Borough Drivers Union (LBDU) 
issued a statement criticising 
Bedfordshire Police for having a 
‘really slow’ response to the 
incident’. It said drivers were 
‘angry and confused as to why 
the company operators and the 
local police are not helping them 


in their time of need. 

‘Drivers are worried whilst at 
work because they think they 
can get attacked anytime.’ 

In the past week Bedfordshire 
Police have charged four indi¬ 
viduals in connection with rob¬ 
beries against taxi drivers. 

They included a 16-year-old 
charged with five robberies and 
a theft from a motor vehicle. 

The LBDU’s comments follow a 
campaign by our sister title 
Bedfordshire on Sunday after a 
private hire driver died follow¬ 
ing an attack in January 2012. 

A union spokesman said: 
“Recently we have had a lot of 
attacks and our drivers are 
injured and they have their vehi¬ 
cles damaged. The police reac¬ 
tion is very slow towards taxi 
drivers and we want to know 
what the problem is. 

“We want the people of Luton 
to know what’s happening to us. 

“We provide the service to the 
public of Luton and if we are 
victimised how can we provide 
the service?” 


The LBDU said it was consider¬ 
ing forming a ‘quick response 
unit’ consisting of other drivers 
who would rush to provide 
‘moral support’ to colleagues. 

The spokesman also added 
that drivers were calling the 
owners of the taxi companies to 
take stronger action. 

He said: “The operators are 
also not doing much for the driv¬ 
ers. Because if the police are not 
taking action we are expecting 
more from the operators.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
man said: “We are proactively 
policing and looking into 
incidents of this nature and we 
have arrested a number of sus¬ 
pects. 

“We have already charged four 
individuals and we would 
encourage victims of these 
crimes to get in touch with us 
and come forward to assist us 
with our enquiries. 

“Any witnesses to any of these 
incidents can contact us by 
calling 101 or calling 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.”

Police find drugs, gun 
and cash at property

DETECTIVES have recovered a 
gun, a significant amount of 
cash, and a small amount of 
cannabis following the execu¬ 
tion of two warrants this week. 

Two women were also appre¬ 
hended during the searches at 
the addresses in Regis Road and 
Wedgewood Road, which are in 
the Lewsey Farm area of the 
town. 

Officers arrested a 47-year-old 
woman on suspicion of money 
laundering, possession of a fire¬ 
arm and possession of a Class B 
drug after finding the items at 
the Regis Road property. 

Searches at the second address 
resulted in a 33-year-old woman 
being cautioned for possession of 
a Class B drug. 

Officers said the weapon recov¬ 


ered was the 14th illegally held 
firearm to be removed from the 
streets in six months, and brings 
the total number of people 
arrested to 72. 

Bedfordshire Police also said it 
was working closely with Luton 
council, including the Youth 
Offending Service, to tackle 
serious violent crime throughout 
the town. 

A statement released by the 
force said it had referred 70 
young people for safeguarding 
measures after they were identi¬ 
fied as being at risk from the on¬ 
going situation. Officers said 
crimes involved a small number 
of hardened criminals who are 
using firearms to support their 
wider offending. 

So far four people have been 
charged in connection with 
firearms offences and they are 
currently all remanded in 


custody awaiting trial. 

The force said it was still 
offering a £1,000 reward to 
anyone who gave information 
that lead to the arrest and con¬ 
viction of those involved in gun 
crime in the town. 

Chief Superintendent Jim 
Saunders said: “We cannot pro¬ 
gress our investigations unless 
people are brave and come 
forward with information. 

“We need people to put pen to 
paper and make statements. 

“Bedfordshire Police has 
received lots of information 
about gun crime but needs 
people to make statements in 
order that further charges can be 
brought. 

“Measures are available to any¬ 
one who has information but is 
afraid to come forward including 
confidential reporting and where 
necessary witness protection.”

GYPSY SITE DEADLINE POSTPONED 

THE deadline to put plans for 
seven gypsy and traveller sites in 
Central Bedfordshire to the sec¬ 
retary of state has been post¬ 
poned with no new date set. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
was due to submit its gypsy and 
traveller plan to the secretary of 
state this month. 

However, after temporary per¬ 
mission was given for six pitches 
at the Mile Tree Road site in 
Leighton Buzzard, the draft plan 
has been held back until some¬ 
time in the New Year. 

The ‘short-list’ of seven 
proposed sites in areas such as 
Barton Le Clay, Potton, 
Biggleswade and Stotfold, can 
take 66 possible pitches.

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Gun hero jeweller gets 
ticking off from wife!

THE jewller who dared an armed 
man to shoot him during a botched 
robbery attempt has revealed how 
he was given a ticking off by his wife 
for his heroics. 

Derek Tatham, 67, said his wife 
thought what he had done was ‘a bit 
silly’ but said he had only acted ‘out of 
instinct’. 

The shop owner, who runs Tatham 
Jewellers in High Town, had been 
working alone in his store when drug 
addict Clayton Patterson entered the 
premises posing as a 
customer. 

He then produced a gun and said 
‘this is a hold up, I need everything’. 
But Mr Tatham replied ‘You are not 
supposed to point guns at people’, 
before telling Patterson ‘Go on then’ 
when he threatened to shoot him. 

The jeweller, who was commended 
and rewarded with £250 by a judge for 
his actions, said he was ‘normally a 
calm person’ and had only stood up 
for himself because he didn’t want his 
shop to be robbed. 

He said: “I didn’t think about my 
safety because I was more angry than 
anything, I just didn’t think about it. 


“I was not going to give in because 
you just can’t. I had started in the 
shop at seven in the morning and I 
finish late in the evening so why 
should I just give in? 

“People shouldn’t be carrying guns 
in the first place and once you give in 
you’re going down a slippery slope.” 

During the incident Mr Tatham hit 
Patterson, who has been jailed for 
nine years, with an old machete in a 
bid to delay him. 

Patterson eventually escaped but 


was traced after being linked to the 
incident in 2011 through his DNA. 

Mr Tatham said: “We were in the 
shop and there was no way that he 
was going to get out of the shop 
because it was locked. 

“The whole idea was to stall him 
until the police got there, I am not a 
violent person. 

“Afterwards my wife said what I had 
done was a bit silly but at the time I 
didn’t think about it and it was out of 
instinct.”

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Anger over theft 
of children’s goats

A MAN has had four goats 
stolen a month after he first 
got them as pets for his 
children. 

Naz Hussain, 39, from 
Beechwood Road, said he 
‘didn’t think’ anyone would 
take the animals when he left 
them on a piece of land near 
Stopsley Common. 

The goats went missing on 
Tuesday after Mr Hussain 
and his wife had left to go 
home. 

They had spent all day with 
the animals and had depart¬ 
ed at 3pm. However, when 
they returned later on in the 
evening at around 7pm they 
were gone. 

Mr Hussain said they 
searched for the animals, 
thinking they had got lost, 
but were later told by 
residents the goats had been 
taken away by a group of 
men. 

He said: “I rented land from 
the council in Stopsley and I 
put four goats there to graze. 

“I thought they had been 
lost but when I began talking 
to people about it I was told 
that they had been taken by 
some people. 

“I told the police about it 
and they went there but they 
couldn’t find anything. 


“I’ve spoken to some dog 
walkers and they all told me 
the same thing that they had 
seen the people taking them 
away.” 

Prior to leaving his goats in 
Stopsley Mr Hussain said he 
had been warned they could 
be taken. But he said he didn’t 
believe anyone would take 
them. 

He said: “I am trying to 
report it to the police that 
they had been stolen and not 
lost but I am being passed 
from pillar to post. 

“I just want my goats back. 


People told me not to put the 
goats there but I didn’t think 
they would be taken. 

“What would you do with 
four goats? 

“I have been keeping goats 
for three years and I keep 
them as pets for my three 
kids. 

“I got these ones about a 
month ago because I knew I 
would be getting this land.” 

A police spokeswoman said 
the force was looking into 
incident and has made an 
appeal for any witnesses to 
the theft. 


Council prosecutes driver 


AN uninsured private hire 
driver has been prosecuted 
for collecting non-booked 
fares and transporting 
passengers without 

insurance. 

Tasir Hussain Shah, 62 of 
Lincoln Road, Luton, was 
found guilty of ‘plying for 
hire’ and driving with no 
insurance at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court last week. 


He was ordered to pay £450 
costs by the court after the 
case was brought forward by 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council. 

Private hire drivers are only 
licensed and insured to pick¬ 
up and transport passengers 
who pre-book them. 

Only licensed taxi drivers, 
also known as hackney car¬ 
riage drivers, are able to pick 


up unbooked fares from taxi 
ranks or from people hailing 
a taxi from the street or road¬ 
side. 

The council said that the 
prosecution was part of a 
crackdown. 

Officials are launching 
undercover operations to 
find out where private hire 
drivers pick up non-booked 
passengers.

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Man arrested in 
murder inquiry

ANOTHER arrest has been 
made as part of the investi¬ 
gation into the murder of 
teenager Micah Urquhart. 

Micah, 19, from Hastings 
Street, died after being found 
injured near his home at 
12.40am on September 13 by 
a member of the public. 

A man, aged 22, was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of murder on 
Wednesday and was taken in 
by officers after they execut¬ 
ed three warrants. 


Two men have already been 
charged with Micah’s murder 
and are currently on remand 
in custody. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Sharn Basra, from the 
Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime 
Unit, said the force was still 
appealing for witnesses to 
come forward.

Ban on cameras to 
catch illegal parkers?

COUNCILS could be banned 
from using fixed cameras 
and CCTV to catch illegally 
parked drivers. 

Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles said the law could 
be changed to ‘rein in these 
over-zealous and unfair’ 
parking rules. 

Some local authorities, such 
as Luton council, use the 


technology to enforce park¬ 
ing restrictions. 

But critics have claimed 
councils are harming the 
high street trade as shoppers 
are afraid of receiving heavy 
penalties. 

Conservative Party data 
estimated that fixed cameras 
and ‘camera cars’ were 
responsible for the issuing of 
£301million worth of fines in 
the last five years. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 


council said it already 
restricted the ‘use of CCTV 
enforcement to areas that are 
difficult to enforce by foot 
patrol’. 

In areas such as Chapel 
Street it was introduced after 
complaints by firms and resi¬ 
dents in the area who were 
unable to find parking. 

The council said it hoped 
any change in the law would 
look at the benefits of CCTV 
in ‘hard to enforce areas’.

SIR - I decided to make 
use of the new Busway, in 
combination with the train 
service between Leagrave 
and Luton, in order to see 
an evening show at the 
Grove Theatre, Dunstable. 

The train was on time 
and it was good to be able 
to approach the bus stops 
at last and make use of 
this £91M ‘investment’. 

The journey was excel¬ 
lent and reached 
Dunstable in the fastest 
time I have ever experi¬ 
enced, including the 38 
years of private car 
driving locally. 

Negative impressions 
were as follows. The bus 


stop shelters are not ‘no 
smoking’, so smokers will 
be huddling together in 
inclement weather, as the 
non-smokers are left out¬ 
side - contrary to current 
legislation; 

Not all timetable displays 
had timetables, and those 
that did had the timetable 
displayed on the inside of 
the shelter only and above 
the seating bar. As people 
want to sit down, this 
makes reading them very 
difficult.

At 22 10,1 arrived at the 
bus stop next to the 
Winston Churchill pub, as 
advertised in felt pen at 
the ASDA, to await a ser¬ 
vice. Not one bus went 
towards Luton in 30 
minutes! It was Shank’s 
pony for me!

Teachers’ strike is for children 

SIR - I would like to share my opinion about 
the teachers strike. But due to policies at my 
school in Luton I must do it anonymously. 

I feel that the teachers strike has been 
poorly presented both by the teaching 
unions and the media. I feel that public per¬ 
ception of the strikes is also very low. 


Members of the public accuse teachers of 
being greedy and only striking because of 
pay and pensions. 

I would agree somewhat that these are still 
issues, as is performance related pay (which 
in reality equates to being set unrealistic 
targets, that are impossible to reach and 
therefore not progressing up the pay scale). I 
can assure you that at the moment these 
concerns are very much periphery. 

Teachers are very passionate about our pro¬ 
fession, we work incredibly hard, and the 
vast majority of us work very long hours, 
including coming in unpaid over holidays 
and weekends to ensure that students have 
the best possible opportunity to succeed. Yet 
since the election of the coalition we have 
seen Michael Gove systematically destroy 
the education system in the UK. Gove’s 
reforms have come too fast and have been 
too heavy handed. They are driven by politi¬ 
cal ideology, and Mr Gove’s own twisted 
ideas about a good education system. 

Very few if any of the changes implemented 
so far have led to any improvement in educa¬ 
tion, although they have contributed signifi¬ 
cantly to destroying teacher morale. 

This is the reason we are striking. So that 
your children will be afforded the best edu¬ 
cation that we can provide. We do not take 
this action lightly, and are acutely aware of 
the inconvenience that we are causing. 

If you care about your child’s education, 
then you must support this action, and any 
further action. We are taking this action for 
your children, not for increased pay.

begin to smell a rat. Or in 
this case, lots of dead 
badgers. In Gloucestershire 
and Somerset badgers are 
being slaughtered to stop 
them passing bovine TB on 
to cattle. 

Which, on the face of it, 
seems fair enough. But this 
cull is not that simple. To 
begin with, it does not seem 
necessary. Very few badgers 
have bovine TB and even 
fewer cattle - about one in 
two hundred in fact. Yet the 
government, egged on by the 
National Farmers Union, 

(NFU), plan to cull more 
than 130,000 badgers over 
the next 10 years. 

And farmers are allegedly 
allowing perfectly healthy 
cattle to be slaughtered, 
because they get huge 
compensation for so doing. 

And killing badgers is quite a 
profitable game as well. 

Not only are there plenty of 
badgers to shoot, they have a 
habit of eating birds eggs, so 
there will be more of them to 
shoot as well, and foxes will 
no doubt increase in 
numbers with fewer badgers 
around. 

So if you like shooting real 
animals, rather than clay 
pigeons, it looks like a 
win-win. Vaccination would

be cheaper and more effec¬ 
tive but obviously much less 
fun. And, of course, not all 
badgers will be killed, at least 
let’s hope not, so the plan is 
not going to work anyway. 

So the science just doesn’t 
add up. And the actions of 
the police are also highly 
questionable, as they seem to 
be acting like a private army 
for the NFU rather than a 
neutral, even-handed bunch 
of public servants. 

I guess it was always thus. 
While many, if not most, 
police officers are decent 
people, when push comes to 
shove, and I have seen this 
quite literally, if ordinary cit¬ 
izens clash with the powerful 
vested interests of this coun¬ 
try there is only one side that 
they take. Protesters against 
the culling of badgers have 
been warned by cops that 
their names could be passed 
on to the NFU and the police 
have also been handing out 
NFU leaflets. Hardly a neu¬ 
tral stance, which will no 
doubt be replicated as the 
slaughter is rolled out across 
the country. I am not yet 
convinced of the conspiracy 
theorists and their belief that 


a ‘feudal minority’ backed by 
the government and the 
police, is retaking the coun¬ 
tryside but, as I said at the 
beginning, I smell a rat as 
these groups are hardly pro¬ 
gressive and do not appear to 
have a very coherent argu¬ 
ment. No doubt as this cull 
spreads across the country 
the divisions and protests 
will grow. I just hope the 
reasoning becomes clearer. 

L AST week I suggested 
some names who might 
be sent on a one-way 
trip to Mars in 2021.

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Police to recruit 
80 new officers

THE county's police force is 
to recruit 80 police consta¬ 
bles after more people left 
during spending cuts than 
expected. 

Eighty new police officers 
will arrive over the course of 
the next 12 months, includ¬ 
ing existing officers transfer¬ 
ring in from other forces and 
brand new officers who will 
be trained in Bedfordshire. 

Since 2010 the force has 
been cut back from 1,248 
officers to 1,092, and a fur¬ 
ther 32 cops will leave by the 
end of the financial year, 
some of which will be down 
to its compulsory retirement 
policy. 

The new recruitment drive 
would put numbers up to 
around 1,140. But budget 
pressures would mean that 
within two years it would be 
back at around 1,050. 

Oily Martins, said: “Most 
have left from the local polic¬ 
ing side of things and that is 
because when you recruit 
specialist officers they come 
out of local policing. 

“The savings we have made 
to be able to recruit is through 
collaboration of joint servic-

es with other forces. 

“Even though we are 
recruiting 80 officers, by the 
end of 2015 we will still have 
to lose 200. 

“Hiring the 80 is about 
keeping us at the point we 
should be at, not increasing 
the size of the force.” 

Spending cuts are also set to 
affect the force’s stations. 

A consulation asking what 
members of the public think 
about closing police stations 
has come to an end. 


Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
put forward the proposal to 
close some of the county’s 10 
sites in August to cut costs. 

It is thought that around 
1,200 people replied to the 
survey, the results of which 
are now being considered. 

Mr Martins added: “A look 
at the data earlier on in the 
consultation showed that 
people were quite supportive 
of the idea to save on our 
estates.”

WHEN you have a rare opportunity to 
interview a global megastar, you’d be daft 
not to do your homework in advance. 

But it turns out that, when the legendary 
giant in question is DAME EDNA EVERAGE, 
who launches her farewell world tour in 
Milton Keynes, you can pretty much just 
tear up your list of planned questions, sit 
back and let her entertain you. 

Apart from a few brief interjections, JUDY 
RILEY did just that.

Anyway, he came to 
the Church Hall in Moonee Ponds and saw me 
there playing Mary Magdalene, washing the 
feet of fesus with my hair, and he thought I had 
some gift so he engaged me to coach him in his 
performance. Between you and me, fudy dar¬ 
ling, he’s not our type. Anyway, to cut to the 
chase, I ended up going on stage to do my own 
little act. I got a taste for applause and started 
doing one-woman shows all over London. I 
became a star overnight, I toured to the United 
States and won a Tony Award on Broadway.” 
Barry Humphries became your manager way 
back, how does he feel about this being your 
final stage tour? 

(Quietly) “He doesn’t know about that.” 

In a long and glittering career on stage, have 


there been any embarrassing or traumatising 
moments for you? 

“Well, I have had to work under difficult 
circumstances at times, such as after the death 
of Norm, my husband, though that did give me 
the freedom to work on my career. But I have 
also had to work while managing a 
dysfunctional family. 

“My daughter, Valmai, the shoplifter, is 
known for having the gift of the grab. My 
younger son, Bruce, has suffered from being 
the child of very celebrated parents. Margaret 
Thatcher used to say ‘your younger boy, Bruce, 
is a bit like my son Mark.’ 

“Recently Bruce has been involved in the 
restaurant business. Between you and me, 
ludy, it’s hard to have a son who comes home at 


night and says ‘let’s eat Afghan.’ 

“Kenny, my elder son, is my pride and joy. He 
has designed all my gowns for this show and 
they are beautiful, beautiful. They are made 
by blind 10 year-old orphans in Cambodia - 
they weren’t blind before they started making 
them of course...” 

You are looking terrific these days; your legs 
are wonderfully shapely still and you have 
wowed many famous people with your looks 
over the years. 

“Yes, darling, I’m still proud of my legs 
though I have gone off a little above the waist. 

“The French call my looks ‘jolie laide’, it 
means unconventionally attractive. Men have 
always found me attractive. 

“The lovely late Larry Hagman adored me, 


and Sir Terry Wogan too. I was appearing in 
front of 45,000 people with Terry at The Last 
Night of the Proms in Hyde Park a couple of 
weeks ago. Before I went on they said ‘please 
don’t mention his hair’. So when I got on stage 
I said: ‘Terry I’ve been told not to mention your 
hair.’ Well, sweetheart, women are more free 
and easy in that way, aren’t they? 

“I said ‘you’ve got white tufts on either side of 
your head. You look like a badger, darling. 
Don’t go down to Gloucestershire will you; you 
might be culled’.” 

Are there any dramatic parts you would like 
to play? 

“I would like to play some of the great female 
roles, like Lady Macbeth or Hedda Gabler. I 
have actually written a version of Hedda 
Gabler; it’s called Edna Garbler.” 

Have you ever been to Milton Keynes before? 

“No, I haven’t. But I hear the suicide rate is 
high. Have you ever committed suicide, dar¬ 
ling? I’m so looking forward to coming there.” 
What kind of evening’s entertainment can we 
expect from Eat, Pray, Laugh!? 

“It’s the best show I’ve ever done. It was a 
huge hit in Australia. Sir Les Patterson, who I 
don’t like much, is now a celebrity chef and he 
is in it. There’s a seance, at which we meet 
Sandy Stone and another character I can’t 
divulge anything about. 

“Then in the second half, I take over with my 
gorgeous girl and boy dancers, the Everetts 
and the Testednarones and I introduce my 
new gorgeous ToyBoy - who is considerably 
younger than me.”

SUBSTITUTE Alex Wall’s 25-yard thunderbolt 
was the final act of a pulsating Kenilworth 
Road blockbuster as the Hatters fought from 
two goals down to record a famous 4-3 win 
yesterday. 

A breathless first half provided six of the best 
with Luke Guttridge’s fifth of the season sand¬ 
wiched between a 23-minute Halifax blitz as 
the visitors raced into a 3-1 lead.

Still instantly knew of 
signing Viana’s class

JOHN Still says he immediately knew that 
new signing David Viana has a touch of 
class. 

The former Portugal youth internation¬ 
al officially signed for the Hatters earlier 
this week following a successful trial. 

Still admits he didn’t know who Viana 
was before a scout recommended the for¬ 
mer Atletico Madrid midfielder, but says 
he could see the 21-year-old’s pedigree as 
soon as he witnessed him play. 

“No [I didn’t know him] but I looked at 
where he’d been and what he’d done,” said 
the boss. “He came over and, to be fair, 
you could see it straight away that he 
could play. 

“This is a boy that wanted [to come to 
England]. We didn’t chase him to come. 
He was happy to come over himself, at no 
cost, to show what he could do so he’s very 
confident. 

“We spent three or four weeks assessing 
him and within that time we felt that he 
would be okay to compete at this level.” 

Viana has also had stints at Strasbourg 
and, most recently, MLS side Real Salt 
Lake, but couldn’t establish himself in 
either first team. 

Despite that, Still is adamant that he 
will show his true talents in the English 
game, having already scored twice in 
three development games. 

“He wants to make a career in England,” 
said Still. “At his age, he comes into that 
category where his career can be any¬ 
thing. 

“[He is] technically very good; good 
touch, good movement, good with the 
ball. [He is] very clever with the ball, 
moves it early, moves it well, sees a pass, 
sees a shot. 

“He can play wide but he can play off the 
main striker. As we develop him, I think 
he can play central midfield, certainly in 
a three and maybe in a two. 

“He’s done very, very well in what we’ve 
done so far but [he needs to] settle down a 
little bit and gradually, I hope, all the 
skills will come out. 

“When we see the skills, we can then 
start working a bit more with him to 
improve him but I just want him to relax 
at the moment and show us what he’s got 
in his locker.” 

However, it may be too early for current 
Luton first-teamers to fear for their place. 

“I wouldn’t want him to be put in too 
early and be chasing the game rather 
than running the game,” said Still. 


Town storm through in the Trophy but Rovers bow out
